T here are over twenty-one 

hundred students in the University of British 
Columbia, which is probably four or five hundred 
more than tbe institution can comfortably accom¬ 
modate. It is impossible, for financial reasons, for the 
province to provide additional accommodation, so it 
is necessary to limit the number of students to be ad¬ 
mitted to the university to a point which will enable 
graduations and withdrawals for various other 
reasons to relieve the congestion and keep the attend¬ 
ance within reasonable bounds. 

The Minister of Education u conferring with the 
Senate of the university, the body which controls the 
academic standards of the institution, with a view to 
determining some method of selection among the candi¬ 
dates for admission which will best answer this pur¬ 
pose. Bearing in mind that the University of British 
Columbia is a provincial institution, created by statute 
to afford facilities for higher education to the young 
men and women of the province without any distinc¬ 
tions other than those of qualification by matriculation 
examination, a satisfactory basis of limited selection 
Kill not be easy to find. 

The Minister of Education suggests for considera¬ 
tion the adoption of a certain fixed quota drawn each 
year from the students throughout the province who 
pass the matriculation examination. This, of course, 
would definitely limit the admissions as far as quan¬ 
tity is concerned, but it might not effect much of an 
improvement m quality. 

The best university material is not always fotfnd 
in those who obtain the highest marks in examinations, 
just as many brilliant students are not as successful in 
the battle of life afterwards as others whose showing 
in examinations was unsatisfactory. There are many 
young men and women who have all the qualities neces¬ 
sary to outstanding success in the world—character, 
courage, sound judgment, energy and perserverance— J 
who literally go to pieces in written examinations, and

7 ne vole in question, apart from the policy in¬ 
volved in the measure, hnd been regarded as the most 
serious test of the MacDonald government’s hold upon 
office. Hie re seemed to be -• general impression 
that Sir John Simon would be able to shoot so many 
holes in the bill that a sufficient number of Liberals 
could be induced to abandon their resolve to ebstain 
from voting and join in helping to bring about the 
administration's downfall. His failure so to do, there¬ 
fore. may result in significant consequences for the 
Liberal party in the House of Commons as far as Sir 
John's association with it himself u concerned.

A stinging rebuke to H. B. Thomson, 
chairman of tha Liquor Control Board, 
for his criticism of apple growers* 
marketing policies during hie comment 
on the Sanford I. van* report on Okan¬ 
agan fruit problem* is contained In an 
open letter to Premier Tolmle by R. H. 
Macdonald, president of the Brlttan 
Columbia Fruit Orowera* Association. 
Mr. Thomson is criticised a* a govern- 
[ ment official tor entering Into a dto- 
cualon on things that do not concern 
hie department. The suggestion to 
also made that he acted on the ei- 
pretaed or Implied permission of the 
government. * ^ 

The letter follows: 

"Hon. 8. F. Tolmie. Premier. British 
Columbia,- Victoria: » 

"Dear Dr. Tolmie.—It to very diffi¬ 
cult for me to convey to you. In mod- 
l erate language the effect produced 
I upon tha mind* of the director* and 
delegate* of the B.C.F.OA In annual 
convention by the eroding of the re¬ 
mark* of H. B. Tnonuon, chairman of 
the Liquor Commie*ion. a* printed In 
the prase. 

“Mr. Thomson may be eminently 

fitted for the-position he hold*, but 
that he to fitted by training and ex¬ 
perience to pas* upon the problem* of 
the fruit grower* of this valley to cer¬ 
tainly open to question. That he to 
in a position to take the growers to 
task for their refute! to endorse the 
Sanford Evans report, or to term their 
action as ‘apple politics.' to to be 
doubted. 

“The growers of this valley oannot 
help but compare the investigation 
made in the Okanagan with that con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Tory in the Annapolis 
Valley. Dr. Tory, whose standing ta a 
j student of agricultural economic* is 
International, lecomraended In the 
strongest possible terms the adoption 
of the principle* suggested in the t.

Interference; Will a Watte i Work After Marriage? 

D EAR DOROTHY DIX—Twenty yean ago when we Were married my husband 
and l were eery much in love with each other, very congenial and had 
•eery prospect of happiness. Wow we' have loet Intereet to each other, have 

nothing in common and have settled 
down to an enduranoe of marriage. 

Neither one of us has done anything 
wrong. We are just alienated from 
each other, and X blame this state of 
affairs oh our respective mothers. 

My mother had been domineered 
over by my father, so she urged me not 
to let my husband rule me. not to trust 
him, to spend ell the money I wanted 
and keep him working hard; not to let 
him run with the boys. etc. I thought 
ahe knew and I followed her advice. 

She killed my faith in my husband and 
caused me to be suspicious and to do 
the things that must have made me 
very hard to live with. 

My husband's mother began by dis¬ 
liking me simply because I had married 
her eon. and she. too. advised. She told 
my husband never to let me know 
what his incoms was. never to consult 
ms in business, nsver to give me any 
money of my own. never to consider 

my pleaihre in anything, and to make _ 

me glvt an account of my incomings and outgoings, and always to remember 
that he was the head of the house and that I must obey him. 

I feel that our mothers hava ruined oun^iapplnesa and that they have made 
a breach between us that would not have &en there but for them. Why can't * 

mothers keep their hands off and let their married children run their own Ursa?

Answer—I don’t know. Perhaps It I* because mother* never realise 
that their children are grown-up and are capable of managing their own 
affairs. Perhaps It to the meddling Instinct that I* Inherent In most 
women that makes It Impossible for them to keep their fingers out of 
other people's pies. Perhaps It Is the selfish desire of every mother to see 
her own child be the little tin god tor a marriage and enslave the party 
of the other part. 

Most llksly It Is Just mother Jealousy that strikes out blindly at the one 
who has taken her child from her. but any way it happehs. It U true that 
mothers are oftener the heads of the' home-wrecking crews than they are the 
captains, of the salvage oorps. and that nine times out of ten the moat dan¬ 
gerous advice that any young married couple can take to that given by their 
mothen. 

No one can explain why a woman who love* her rhlldren and desires 
•o see them happy will urge them to do the very things that she knows will 
bring disaster upon them. Probably not one woman In 10,000 wants her 
rhlldren to live In a perpetual fight with their husbands and wives, or (jUmpS—* 

wants their homes broken up and them divorced and their children half- 
orphaned. Yet countless mothers do everything In their power to bring 
dawn these misfortunes on their children's heads and when they fail It Is 
Just the mercy of Ood. and not for lack of thtr own evil Influences; 

It is the rare mother who turns the spotlight on hsr son-in-law's virtues 
Instead of his faults; who urgss her daughter to greater efforts to please her 
husband and reminds her that there must ba glvs and tak* In marriage; who 
counsels her daughter to b# a good housskseper and a thrifty manager and to 
live well within her husband's incoms and who, when the hard sledding comas, j 

bucks hsr daughter to stand up and do her duty Instead of throwing up hsr _ 

hands and quitting. 

On the contrary, moat mothers' advtre to their daughters Is to take all 
and give nothing, and to consider hemselves poor persecuted mnrtym 
because they have to put up with a husband's weaknesses and keep houer 
and hear rhlldren. 

« And It to a mrer thing for a mother to praise hsr daughtser-In-law to hsr 
son Instead of knocking her. and as scarce as hens' teeth ere the mothers who 
urge their sons to be tender and considerate to their wives and to do all In 
their power to make them happy and contented.
